Whereas, it is necessary for the Occupational Licensing Review Commission to issue a 
resolution regarding the approval or denial of specific rules submitted for its review: 
NOW, THEREFORE, LET IT BE RESOLVED BY THE OCCUPATIONAL LICENSING 
REVIEW COMMISSION, that the following rules shall be known to have been approved 
by the Commission at a duly called meeting of its members on June 21, 2022, and may 
now be filed as final with the Secretary of State’s Office for inclusion in the Mississippi 
Administrative Code: 
 

• Rules of the Board of Medical Licensure – Part 2640, Chapter 2 Cannabis 
Certification; Creation of a new chapter setting forth rules for medical 
practitioners regarding certification of certain medical conditions for which 
patients may obtain cannabis, and for related purposes.  Approved as amended 
to add the following language to Rule 1.6, “Refer also to Title 15: Mississippi 
State Department of Health, Part 22:  Medical Cannabis Program, Chapter 1: 
Subchapters 1-5 Regulations for Advertisement and Marketing.” 

• Rules of the Board of Medical Licensure – Part 2635 Chapter 5:  Practice of 
Telemedicine; Revision of the definitions and other sections regarding 
telemedicine to clarify certain terms common to the telemedicine industry and 
for other purposes. 

• Rules of the Board of Nursing – Part 2840, Chapter 1: Section II Cannabis 
Certification, Rule 1.1 Scope for Part 2840, Chapter 1: Section II 

• Rules of the Board of Optometry – Part 2901 Chapter 12:  Cannabis Certification 

• Rules of the Real Estate Commission – Title 30, Part 1601, Rules 5.2, 5.3, 5.4, 5.5, 
5.6, 5.7, 5.8, 5.9; Promulgation of Rules governing Miss. Real Estate Commission 
Administrative and Disciplinary Proceedings.  Approved as amended to include 
the following changes along with some non-substantive renumbering:   

o Add the following definition to Rule 5.2, “C. Administrative Hearing 
Officer Option:  The option for a licensee/Respondent to elect to have his 
or her Administrative Hearing conducted by an Administrative Hearing 
Officer instead of a Commission Hearing Panel.  When the 
Administrative Hearing Officer Option is elected, the Administrative 
Hearing Officer shall have the same powers to conduct administrative 
hearings and render decisions as would the Commission Hearing Panel.” 

o Delete Subsection 4) in Rule 5.5. 
o Clarify Rule 5.7 E. 1) by adding the words ‘or Administrative Hearing 

Officer’ after ‘…the Commission Hearing Panel’. 
o Clarify Rule 5.8 F. and G. by adding the words ‘or Administrative 

Hearing Officer’ after ‘…before the Commission’.
